The best way to make major points for the club 
in WPX is to go somewhere rare. Several 
NCCC’ ers are doing just that. Unfortunately, I 
don’t have a good list of who’s going where. 


Please drop me a note if you’re doing an 
expedition, and Ill make sure the club knows 
about it via email. If you can’t get away to a nice 
tropical paradise for WPX, then consider joining 
a local M/M station. 


Even a modest station doing M/S can generate 
significantly more points than two individual 
modest entries. The reason? A M/S is more 
likely to stay on the air for the full operating 
time and points are accumulated geometrically 
because of all the potential multipliers available. 
That means that each hour of WPX is going to 
give more points than any earlier hour and your 
score builds up faster and faster even if the rate 
doesn’t improve. 


If you want to join a multi group, but don’t know 
how or who to contact, then contact me. I'll put 
you in touch with the right people. If you want 
to host a M/S or M/2 or M/M then by all means 
contact me and I'll match operators to empty 
radios. For myself, I have a moderate KB station, 
but instead of operating at home I’Il be joining 
KX7M up at WONVs beautiful QTH in Sunol.

CQP Stats

In 2002, the CQP logs submitted increased 121 
percent (from 493 to 597) and the total QSOs 
increased 116 percent (from 192,527 to 222,972) 
from the previous year. As you can see from the 
graphs both of these numbers were record-setting 
events. 


From 1993 to 2002, the CQP has enjoyed the 
following growth. Note that CW QSOs grew 
more than SSB QSOs during this period. 


Increased 
Logs 1993-2002 158% 
Total QSOs 93-02 194% 
CW QSOs 93-02 204% 
SSB QSOs 93-02 189% 


I have an Excel spreadsheet with all the data from 
1993-2002 (including sweeps, clubs, schools and 
QRP) if anyone is interested in a copy. The data 
was collected from the 1998-2002 issues of the 
CQP Commentary plus an email from AD6E for 
1993-1997.
